example  of  Monaro  whose  current  success 
in  part  must  surely  reflect  local  standards 
and  recent  games  against  our  own  PSL  side 
did  not  demonstrate  a  total  imbalance. 

From  criticism  voiced  by  spectators 
who  attend  Sunday  Federation  League 
games  and  unfortunately  by  some  of  our 
club  members  it  would  seem  that  many 
expected  instant  success  by  our  new  teams. 
The  critics  are  not  able  to  recognise  or  are 
prepared  to  understand  the  difficulties  and 
processes  involved  in  developing  player 
potential,  moulding  teamwork  and  patterns 
of  play  and  finally  awaiting  the  confidence 
of  players  that  come  only  from  experience. 
These  are  the  ingredients  and  basic  essen¬ 
tials  for  success  in  Competitive  sport. 

Johnny  Warren  at  a  recent  foundation 
membership  meeting  explained  the  need 
for  depth  in  the  playing  ranks  for  any  suc¬ 
cessful  club  and  in  particular  this  is  a 
priority  requirement  in  any  newly  formed 
club.  The  response  from  many  members 
did  not  appear  to  demonstrate  support  for 
a  player  development  policy  but  more  an 
obsession  with  administration  and  financial 
matters  as  though  if  and  when  there  were 
forthcoming  all  our  problems  would  be 
solved.  For  sure  we  essentially  need  sound 
and  financially  viable  administration,  but 
few  teams  when  faced  with  relegation  diffi¬ 
culties  are  wholly  able  to  buy  there  way 
out  of  trouble.  Presumably  everybody 
understands  that  relegation  commences  in 
the  PSL  competition  next  season.  Develop¬ 
ment  of  our  own  young  players  must  go 
hand  in  glove  with  any  future  purchases  of 
interstate  or  overseas  players.  We  could 
never  in  the  foreseeable  future  afford  to 
buy  all  the  players  we  will  need  to  succeed 
in  the  future  increasing  standards  of  PSL 
competition  and  also  provide  reserve  sides. 

Our  current  performances  in  local 
League  soccer  represents  a  beginning  of  a 
development  programme  not  the  end  Our 
performance  to  date  represents  a  creditable 
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beginning  considering  the  difficulties  in¬ 
volved,  i.e.  competing  against  long  estab¬ 
lished  clubs  with  many  imported  players, 
limited  training  sessions  under  adverse 
winter  conditions,  congested  and  some¬ 
times  apalling  dressing  room  conditions, 
the  intensive  desire  of  many  competitors 
to  take  a  Canberra  City  team  to  the 
cleaners  at  every  opportunity,  criticism  at 
every  downfall,  and  finally  lack  of  support 
among  many  club  members  for  the  concept 
of  player  development.  All  the  above  mat¬ 
ters  particularly  effect  the  younger  player 
who  needs  above  all  things  encouragement. 

Our  young  player  development  pro¬ 
gramme  may  be  ambitious  (by  necessity) 
and  there  will  certainly  be  times  when  con¬ 
structive  criticism  will  be  justified,  but  de¬ 
structive  attitudes  ought  to  be  minimised. 
Who  was  it  who  said  that  'Life  was  not 
meant  to  be  easy'?  Unquestionably,  many 
of  our  current  young  players  will  give  this 
club  reason  in  the  future  to  be  proud  of  — 
how  many  supporters  will  then  say  'I  told 
you  so'? 

Keep  up  the  good  work  Vic  Fernandez 
and  the  many  young  players  who  take  the 


knocks  each  weekend  whilst  wearing  (and 
because  they  wear)  City  colours.  There 
may  be  need  from  time  to  time  to  adjust 
our  tactics  and  pattern  of  play  but  the 
underlying  principle  of  young  player 
development  is  unavoidable  whatever  com¬ 
bination  of  League  we  may  yet  play  in. 
This  club  cannot  afford  it  any  other  way.

ACT  U/16  Representative  Team 

A  group  of  U/16  boys  commenced 
training  at  the  O'Connor  Oval  on  Monday 
12th  June  for  State  championships  to  be 
conducted  in  late  August. 

Vic  Fernandez  has  been  appointed  as 
their  official  coach.  We  will  report  their 
progress  from  time  to  time  in  this  column. 
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CONTROVERSIAL  RULES: 

There  are  seventeen  rules  in  soccer  of 
which  Rule  1 1  and  12,  Offside,  faults  and 
misconduct,  cause  most  headaches  to 
referees,  players  and  spectators. 

There  are  only  nine  offences  which  may 
be  penalised  by  awarding  free  kicks,  but  it 
is  difficult  to  establish  whether  the  offence 
occurred  intentionally  or  accidentally,  and 
that  decision  will  always  be  controversial. 

When  heading  a  high  ball  it  is  compara¬ 
tively  easy  to  say  that  a  player  is  not 
allowed  to  jump  at  his  opponent,  but  it  is 
quite  difficult  to  judge  if  the  opponent 
tried  unfairly  to  obstruct  him.  Often  the 
correctly  jumping  player  is  penalised. 

Handling  the  ball  is  an  offence  but  it  is 
difficult  to  establish  whether  it  is  a  deliber¬ 
ate  hand  ball  or  not. 

A  player  is  not  allowed  to  kick  his 
opponent  but  those  who  played  soccer 
know  that  a  kick  can  happen  by  accident 
when  fighting  for  the  ball  or  through  care¬ 
lessness  by  the  “victim''. 

A  player  is  not  allowed  to  push  his 
opponent  but  often  a  clever  and  acrobatic 
striker  “takes  a  dive”  after  an  innocent 
touch  to  demand  a  penalty  kick. 

It  is  difficult  to  judge  these  incidents 
correctly  for  those  who  learned  soccer 
from  books.  If  you  have  played  soccer  for 
a  long  time  you  feel  and  understand  that  a 
'free  kick'  must  be  awarded  against  the 
guilty  player  as  punishment  and  not  against 
the  innocent. 

OFFSIDE: 

The  principles  of  the  offside  rules  are 
easily  learned  from  the  book  but  it  is  much 
more  complicated  to  judge  it  on  the  field 
where  22  players  are  involved  and  positions 
change  constantly. 

A  well  developed  understanding  is  re¬ 
quired  to  judge  whether  a  player  in  an  off¬ 
side  position  can  gain  an  advantage  for  his 
team  by  interfering  in  the  play,  by  incon¬ 
veniencing  his  opponents  or  by  obstructing 


the  view  of  the  goalkeeper.  If  not,  he 
should  not  be  penalised  even  if  he  is  clearly 
in  an  offside  position. 

To  judge  this  correctly  you  must  under¬ 
stand  the  game  of  soccer  thoroughly  and 
know  the  “offside  tactics"  and  counter 
tactics. 

The  referee  should  have  a  well  developed 
sense  of  distance  and  feel  when  to  look  for 
his  linesmen.  There  should  be  a  high  degree 
of  co-operation  and  understanding  between 
the  referee  and  his  linesmen  who  should  be 
experienced. 

The  correct  or  incorrect  interpretation 
and  application  of  Rules  1 1  and  12  can  be 
decisive  on  the  result  of  the  match. 

It  is  most  important  to  observe  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  players  and  to  distinguish 
good  intention  from  bad.  Refereeing  is 
thinking  and  not  being  an  automat.  The 
referee  who  applies  the.  law  rigidly  spoils  a 
game  but  a  referee  with  commonsense  has 
a  very  important  role  in  controlling  the 
game. 

The  first  duty  of  the  referee  is  to  ensure 
that  all  derive  maximum  enjoyment  within 
the  law  of  the  game,  that  the  spirit  of  the 
game  is  observed  and  that  bad  sportsman¬ 
ship  is  eliminated  from  the  stadium.  This 
way  soccer  will  remain  the  greatest  and 
most  popular  sport  in  the  world  and  be¬ 
come  the  number  one  sport  in  Australia. 

Some  people  believe  that  referees  are 
made  and  not  born  but  my  opinion  is 
50-50.  And  that  is  why  all  referees  are  not 
of  the  same  standard.  There  are  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  players  but  very  few  Pele's.
